WASHINGTON 
(AP) - A 


slepped-up $775 million attack 
on air pollution has passed the 
House with great ease, but a 
fight could be brewing in the 
Senate over setting nationwide 
air quality standards. 


The three-year extension and 


expansion of 19G7 clean air leg- 
islation 
sailed 
through 
the 


House Wednesday, 3744, direct' 
ing that national air quality 
standards be set. The wide- 
ranging bill also deals with 
cars, plants, fuels and planes. 


But Sen. Edttiund S. Muskie, 


D-Maine, chairman of a Senatn 
air and Water pollution subcom- 
mittee, said: "We're trying to 
Work out something that would 
avoid the built-in traps of na- 
tional standards." 


The House bill directs the sec- 


retary of health, education and 
welfare to set national stand- 
ards 30 days after enactment. 


Pollutants to be regulated in- 


clude sulfur oxides, particulate 
matter (like dust), carbon mon- 
oxide, hydrocarbons and photo 
chemical oxidants. States could 
set stricter standards. 


Muskie fears national stand- 


ards could minimize control of 
air pollutants. He noted metro- 
politan areas require tougher 
standards than rural areas. 


Under present law, air quality 


standards for adjoining areas 
are to be adopted by states on 
the basis of criteria set by 
HEW. 


The House bill also puts each 


state in an air quality region. 
The 
existing statute directs 


HEW to establish air quality 
control regions. Muskie has fa- 
vored this approach in the past. 


House 
members, 
however, 


contend only a few such regions 
have been established so far un- 
der the three-year-old law. 


The House bill would set au- 


thorized spending for federal air 
pollution programs at $200 mil- 
lion a year beginning July 1. 
The level now is about $93 mil- 
lion to $96 million. 


The funds would be increased 


to $250 million in the second 
year and $325 million in the last 
12-month period. All amounts 
would be subject to actual ap- 
propriations at a later time.

In proposing their 
creation in a March 12 reorgani- 
zation plan, Nixon made it ap- 
pear the two new bodies would 
function smoothly and without 
conflict, saying: 


"The Domestic Council will be 


primarily concerned with what 
we do; the Office of Manage- 
ment and Budget will be prima- 
rily concerned with how we do it 
and how well we do it." 


Shultz, who is as talented as 


Ehrlichman, was asked Wednes- 
day how his agency and the new 
council will work together. His 
reply: 


"Now

Flood Case 
Studied by 
the Judge

NEW 
YORK (AP) - The 


hands oh the clock of room 1505 
in the Federal Court building 
stretched past 3 p.m. as Judge 
Irving Ben Cooper, the musta- 
chioed jurist who has been hear- 
ing the Curt Flood case, spoke 
to the silent assemblage. 


"We now close," said Judge 


Cooper, "the one and only trial 
record in this case." 


And that, until Judge Cooper 


hands down his decision, is the 
immediate significance of the 
Flood case—the first court hear- 
ing in history in which the mer- 
its of baseball's controversial 
reserve 
system 
have been 


argued. 


Then Judge Cooper acknowl- 


edged that the proceedings, cov- 
ering 21 witnesses testifying to 
about 2,000 pages of trial tran- 
script in three weeks and a day, 
had been fought by counsel for 
both sides as "a cause" that 
compelled him "to sail with the 
utmost care. 


"We are," said Judge Cooper, 


"resolved to call them as we see 
them as they come across the 
plate." 


With that the judge reserved 


decision and the public proceed- 
ings of Flood's $3 million anti- 
trust suit challenging the legali- 
ty of the reserve system ended 
Wednesday following final testi- 
mony by Bill Veeck, a hassle 
over several documents and a 
challenge to the memory of a 
key defense witness. 


Veeck, a flamboyant, uncon- 


ventional former club owner, 
brought laughter and several al- 
ternatives to the reserve clause 
to the court room as the last of 
the 10 witnesses to appear for 
Flood. 
But 
the 
atmosphere 


changed after his testimony. 


First, there was considerable 


debate 
and protestations 
by 


baseball's defendants over sev- 
eral documents Flood's attor- 
neys wanted accepted In evi- 
dence, *;-and--then "there was a 
hush in the court room as the 
defense recalled John Gaherin 
to the stand. 


Gaherin, the owners' labor ne- 


gotiator, contradicted several 
statements made Tuesday by 
Marvin Miller, the executive di- 
rector of the Players Associa- 
tion, and provoked a challenge 
under cross-examinion by Jay 
Topkis, one of Flood's attor- 
neys. 


"Did Mr. Miller deliberately 


tell untruths or is your memory 
better?" Topkis asked Gaherin. 


"I guess," Gaherin replied, 


"my memory was better than 
his." 


"It is conceivable isn't it," 


Topkis then asked, "that on cer- 
tain matters his is better?" 


"It's 
conceivable," 
replied 


Gaherin. 


And with that testimony con- 


cluded—leaving in question the 
subject in dispute: Did the Play- 
ers' Association stop bargaining 
on modifications to the reserve 
clause system when Flood insti- 
tuted suit? Miller said they 
hadn't, Gaherin contended they 
had. 


Earlier In the day, a packed 


court room, including Commis- 
sioner Bowie Kuhn and Justice 
Arthur Goldberg, Flood's chief 
counsel, returned to the scene of 
the trial—although Flood did not 
— as the controversial 
Veeck 


took the stand. 


Veeck did not disappoint the 


curious, appearing as usual in a 
wide-lapeled, 
open-at-the-neck 


shirt, quipping about his rela» 
tionship with baseball's brass 
and refusing to directly admit 
that he had mellowed somewhat 
in his appreciation of his former 
colleagues. 


"I think," said Veeck, "it's 


because J don't have to associ* 
ate with them as closely any 
more." 


While 
Veeck's 
testimony— 


which included tracing an own* 
ership career 
in which he 


turned $U in his pockets into 
approximately ?1 m i l l i o n 
through mjnor league and ma- 


jor league club ownership—was 
humorous at points, it also was 
considered significant to Flood's 
case. 


Although Flood's suit strikes 


at the legality of the reserve 
clause, the contract provision 
which binds a player to the club 
that signs him until he is trad- 
ed, sold or released—the former 
St. Louis outfielder is in actuali- 
ty only seeking modification of 
the clause.

Tapeworms Can Infest 


A Person of Any Age 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—What are the symp- 


toms of tapeworm. I have 
loud gurgling sounds in my 
s t o m a c h . Could that be 
worms? At what age can one 
get a tapeworm? What about 
other kinds of worm? 


A—Tapeworms often cause 


no symptoms but they may 
cause abdominal discomfort, 
diarrhea, loss of weight and 
a feeling of hunger. 
The 


gurgling sound is caused by 
a mixture of fluid and gas 
and is not a sign of tape- 
worm. Worms can infest a 
person of any age—all you 
have to do (unwittingly aS'^a 
rule) is to swallow their 
eggs. 


Q—I recently passed a 


tapeworm. How did I get it? 
How can I be sure I don't 
have any more? 


A—Tapeworm e g g s of 


three different species may 
be swallowed with uncooked 
beef, pork or fish. Following 
treatment to eliminate the 
worm a careful examination 
of the stool by a doctor must 
be made. Even though you 
pass several inches of seg- 
mented worm you will have 
a recurrence unless the tiny 
head was passed. 


Q—Will X rays s h o w 


whether I have a tapeworm? 
Is it possible to have a tape- 
worm in the brain, heart or 
liver? 


A—X rays will not reveal 


the presence of a tapeworm. 
The beef and fish tapeworms 
do not infest any part of the 
body except the intestines 
but the pork tapeworm eggs 
may invade any organ. For 
this reason prompt thorough 
treatment should be institu- 
ted as soon as the diagnosis 
is made. The best treatment 
is prevention—eat only well- 
cooked pork products. 


Q—I have Stokes-Adams 


disease. What causes it? 
How much exercise can 1 
take? What treatment do you 
advise? 


A—S t o k e s-A d a m s syn- 


drome is a form of heart 
block accompanied by sud- 
den attacks of unconscious- 
ness, The cause in most 
cases is coronary heart dis- 
ease. Exercise is beneficial 
lor your heart but should 
stop short of fatigue or chest 
pain. The amount you take 
and how fast you can in- 
crease it must be determined

CHICAGO (AP) - Seveft anti- 


war activists have been sen- 
tenced to five years in jiHson 
tor destroying Selective Service 
records. Three absent defend- 
ants, who a federal judge called 
ringleaders in the action, were 
given 10-year sentences. 


In pronouncing sentence Tues- 


day, Judge Edwin A. Robson of 
O.S. District Court dismissed a 
defense contention that the dem- 


action was iiohvi- 


olertt. He said the raid May 25, 
1969, on a draft board complex 
was "violence, the violence that 
can bring about revolution." 


He said he hoped the penalties 


were severe enough to deter 
other youths from staging simi- 
lar attacks on draft boards. 


The three defendants Who dis- 


appeared in the final days of 
their trial were sentenced to 
five years 
on each of 
two 


counts, the terms to run consec- 
utively. 


Judge Robson said these three 


masterminded the assault on 
the Southwest Side draft offices 
where

thrown into a bonfire and paint 
was dumped on others. 


The seven in court also were 


sentenced to five years on each 
of two counts, but Judge Robson 
said those terms would run con- 
currently.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Department of Health, Educa^ 
lion and Welfare has asked the 
White House fof permission to 
use the Pine Bluff Arsenal as 
a center to study biological 
problems, it was announced to* 
day. 


Adrian Williamson, the exec- 


utive director of the Arkansas 
Industrial Development Com- 
mission, said that former HEW 
Secretary Robert Finch had re- 
quested that control of the arse- 
nel be transferred from the De- 
partment of Defense to HEW. 


Finch's letter making the re- 


quest to Dr. Lee DuBridge, scU 
ence advisor to President Nix- 
on, was sent Friday, a day be- 
fore it was announced that 
Finch was leaving HEW to be* 
come an advisor to the presi- 
dent. 


The letter asks for an appro- 


priation of about $7 million ft 
year beginning with the fiscal 
year starting July 1, 1971. Wil- 
liamson said this amount would 
maintain the current arsenal 
staff level in the biological op- 
eration. 


The biological staff now In- 


cludes about 230 key profes- 
sionals and about 100 other per- 
sonnel. The overall employment 
is about 1,500.

ing chemical 
and

warfare agents, 


Nixon had ordered a halt to 


the production of such agents. 


Williamson said Finch's letter 


was the first major step hi turn- 
ing the arsenal's capacity for 
producing warfare agents to 
peaceful uses. He said that to 
carry out the transfer would re- 
quire the president's approval 
and probably some legislation. 
He added that it was fortunate 
that such a supporter of the 
arsenal's transfer as Finch was 
now a close advisor to Nixon. 


Williamson said he was mak- 


ing the announcement on behalf 
of Gov. Winthrop Rockefeller, 
Rep. David Pryor, D-Ark., and 
Sen. John McCleUan, D-Ark. 


He also said that the depart- 


ments of Agriculture and Inter- 
ior were interested in partici- 
pating in studies of biological 
problems at the arsenal. He 
said the destruct phase was 
scheduled for completion by 
June of next year. 


The Army will maintain the 


chemical division of the

senal. 


Finch said the HEW project 


envisioned for the arsenal was 
an evaluation of the health haz- 
ards of pesticides and other tox- 
ic chemicals that may be pre- 
sented in the environment. He 
said that HEW believed that 
with the biological facility at 
the arsenal it could devise test 
procedures to answer questions 
about the potential hazards to 
man of pesticides and other 
chemicals.
